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ALMOST  nine  years  ago,  in  the  Foreword  to  the  14th  Edition,  we 
expressed  our  expectation  that  "at  some  future  date  a  so-called  Library 
Standard  Edition  of  the  Decimal  Classification"  would  be  published. 
Now  we  are  happy  to  put  that  long  awaited  volume  into  the  hands  of 
the  library  profession,  and  of  the  many  other  individuals  who  have  so 
long  found  "Dewey"  useful.  Since  in  all  probability  there  will  never 
be  a  "last"  edition  of  the  DC,  we  earnestly  request  all  users  to  give 
us  the  benefit  of  their  criticism  in  order  that  sometime  our  successors 
may  actually  bring  out  "the  perfect  book." 

Note  was  made  in  the  14th  Edition  of  the  committee  which  was 
created  in  1937  for  the  purpose  of  making  this  work  more  responsive 
to  the  needs  of  librarians  and  other  classifiers.  Only  three  members  of 
the  original  committee  remain:  Arthur  E.  Bestor  died  in  1944;  Miss 
Ruth  D.  McCollough  and  Dr.  Harriet  D.  MacPherson  found  it  neces- 
sary to  devote  themselves  to  other  duties.  We  are  grateful  to  them  for 
services  rendered.  The  committee  as  it  now  stands  is  listed  below:

As  is  more  or  less  inevitable  in  an  organization  which  has  no  endow- 
ment upon  which  it  may  depend,  after  the  1942  book  was  issued  the 
editorial  staff  found  other  interests;  and  the  wheels  practically  ceased 
to  turn.  Something  like  $58,000  had  been  expended  in  revising  and 
publishing  the  14th  Edition,  and  that  money,  for  lack  of  a  better 
term,  was  profit  from  the  sale  of  the  preceding  edition.  Under  the 
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terms  of  Melvil  Dewey's  provision  for  the  continuance  of  the  DC, 
any  profit  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  book  was  to  be  put  into  revision 
of  new  editions  and  the  promotion  of  the  use  of  the  system  through- 
out the  world.  No  dividends  have  ever  been  paid  to  any  person  or 
institution.  Despite  the  fact  that  the  above  mentioned  rather  consid- 
erable sum  had  been  spent  on  the  14th  Edition,  in  March  1942  when 
the  new  book  was  published  the  treasury  still  showed  a  balance  of 
$31,000.  It  seemed  appropriate  to  begin  to  make  plans  for  a  "Dewey" 
which  should  be  completely  revised  to  meet  our  understanding  of  the 
library  profession's  desires.  (Just  as  matter  of  record,  perhaps,  it  may 
not  be  inappropriate  to  note  that  the  cost  of  the  Standard  Edition  ran 

to  more  than  $100,000.) 

In  December  1944,  Mrs.  Esther  P.  Potter  was  employed  as  Director 
of  a  new  staff  which  was  given  the  difficult  undertaking  of  modern- 
izing the  DC.  During  the  more  than  five  years  the  staflf  was  thus 
engaged  it  has  changed  surprisingly  little.  The  following  professional 
workers  were  on  Mrs.  Potter's  staff  at  the  conclusion  of  the  revision: 
Misses  Sarah  C.  France  and  Helen  L.  Purdum,  and  Mrs.  Eleanor 

Hungerford. 

On  March  1,  1949, 1  retired  as  a  professional  librarian  and  assumed 
the  post  of  Editor,  in  addition  to  the  chairmanship  of  the  committee. 

The  Director  in  the  course  of  her  services  has  conferred  with  many 
librarians  and  members  of  other  professions,  she  has  attended  many 
conferences,  and  has  distributed  many  questionnaires — most  of  which 
came  back.  An  attempt  has  been  made  in  the  brochure  heretofore 
distributed  to  pay  tribute  to  all  those  persons  and  societies  so  helpful 
in  the  production  of  the  Standard  Edition.  It  was  truly  a  cooperative 
task;  and  if  it  fairly  well  achieves  the  degree  of  usefulness  so  earnestly 
desired,  great  credit  will  be  due  our  colleagues  and  friends  who  be- 
cause of  their  number  must  here  remain  unnamed. 

Special  mention,  as  a  class,  must  be  made  of  the  American  Library 
Association  Committees  whose  members  have  interpreted  for  us  the 
needs  of  varying  kinds  and  sizes  of  libraries.  Members  of  the  Division 
of  Cataloging  and  Classification  Regional  groups,  in  their  criticisms 


of  earlier  editions,  furnished  a  realistic  basis  for  our  revisions.  The 
Advisory  Sub-committee  for  Dewey  Classification,  in  its  detailed  criti- 
cisms of  revision,  has  given  us  opportunity  to  correct  errors  of  judg- 
ment. 

That  the  subject  matter  contained  in  some  of  the  new  expansions 
and  also  in  the  more  drastic  revisions  is  correct  and  in  perspective  is 
due  in  large  degree  to  the  Special  Libraries  Association. 

Our  gratitude  to  the  Librarian  of  Congress  cannot  be  too  strongly 
expressed.  He  has  assigned  us  space  which  he  himself  could  have  used 
for  other  purposes;  and  his  staff  has  unfailingly  aided  us  in  our  work. 
Our  location  in  the  Library  of  Congress  has  enabled  us  to  use  its  vast 
resources  in  books  and  print  and  to  estimate  approximately  the  vol- 
ume of  literature  falling  into  any  class;  for  it  is  obvious  that  a  number 
without  a  book  is  wasted  effort.  The  government  offices  in  Washing- 
ton, too,  have  been  responsive  to  our  call  for  assistance. 

No  attempt  is  herein  made  to  praise  Melvil  Dewey,  or  to  fix  his 
place  in  the  intellectual  world.  This  book  is  his  monument;  he  needs 
no  further  title  or  acclaim.

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HISTORY 

THE  CONFUSION  of  the  contents  of  the  Amherst  College  Library 
in  1872  must  have  presented  to  Melvil  Dewey,  Student  Library  As- 
sistant, the  same  challenge  as  that  of  his  mother's  pantry  when,  at  the 
age  of  five,  he  rearranged  it  systematically.  Always  an  enthusiastic  re- 
former, and  urged  on  by  his  hatred  of  waste  of  time,  it  probably  did 
not  seem  to  him  unusual  that  at  20  he  should  try  to  bring  order  out  of 
chaos,  a  situation  which  evidently  had  been  of  little  concern  to  his 
predecessors.  Ultimately,  in  solving  the  problem  at  Amherst,  he 
achieved  some  degree  of  order  for  a  vast  number  of  libraries  the  world 
over. 

After  study  of  the  classifications  of  knowledge  as  conceived  by 
Aristotle,  Bacon,  Locke,  and  other  philosophers,  and  the  recently  pub- 
lished library  classifications  of  Schwartz  and  Harris,  Dewey  decided  to 
use  a  scheme  of  arranging  books  by  subject  based  upon  Harris'  inver- 
sion of  the  Baconian  order  of  History,  Poesy,  and  Philosophy.  This 
decision  to  use  a  subject  arrangement  was  a  radical  departure  from 
the  almost  universal  practice  of  arranging  books  alphabetically  or  by 
size,  color,  or  accession. 

The  problem  of  devising  a  simple  scheme  of  notation  was  possibly 
more  difficult  than  deciding  upon  the  plan  of  arrangement.  None  of 
the  philosophic  classifications  used  such  a  device.  The  Schwartz 
scheme  was  complicated  by  the  addition  of  symbols  for  size,  and  the 
Harris  notation  provided  only  for  classes,  not  single  books.  Dewey's 
visits  to  libraries  in  New  York  and  New  England  revealed  only  how 
much  need  there  was  for  an  efficient  system.  The  three  existing 
schemes  for  decimal  arrangement  of  books,  du  Maine's  in  1583,  the 
Glasgow,  circa  1790,  and  the  Shurtleff  in  1856,  evidently  did  not  im- 
press Dewey.  All  three  were  based  upon  numbering  shelves  rather 
than  books.  In  a  moment  of  inspiration,  bom  of  intensive  study  and 
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thought,  came  the  solution  which  now  seems  so  simple,  the  applica- 
tion of  Arabic  numerals  used  decimally  as  notation  for  books  arranged 

by  subject. 

The  Amherst  Library  Committee  must  have  been  somewhat  star- 
tled to  receive  from  a  student  assistant  three  papers  proposing,  not 
only  a  revolutionary  classification  scheme  for  the  library,  but  also  a 
carefully  considered  account  of  its  merits  and  how  it  was  especially 
adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  Amherst  Library.  They  approved  the  pro- 
posal, and  with  the  advice  and  help  of  others,  the  following  three 
years  were  devoted  to  improving  and  extending  the  original  plan  and 
in  reorganizing  and  classifying  the  library. 

In  1876  "A  Classification  and  Subject  Index  for  Cataloguing  and 
Arranging  the  Books  and  Pamphlets  of  a  Library,"  an  improved  and 
amplified  version  of  the  original  plan,  was  pubUshed  anonymously. 
In  the  years  that  followed,  Dewey  was  instrumental  in  establishing  a 
number  of  library  organizations  which,  in  turn,  contributed  to  the 
success  of  the  new  classification.  Almost  simultaneously  with  the  pub- 
lication of  the  classification,  the  American  Library  Association  and  an 
organization  later  to  be  known  as  the  Library  Bureau  were  founded. 
The  "Library  Journal"  issued  its  first  number  in  the  same  year.  Eleven 
years  later,  the  first  library  school  was  opened  at  Columbia.  Thus, 
for  the  first  time,  the  library  profession  was  given  a  multiplicity  of 
outlets  for  the  expression  and  propagation  of  its  increasingly  liberal 
concept  of  the  function  of  libraries  and  the  resultant  necessity  for 
efficient  library  operation. 

In  its  radical  departure  from  the  old  order,  the  Decimal  Classifica- 
tion was  wonderfully  fitted  to  the  progressive  spirit  of  this  period  of 
transition.  It  never  lacked  adherents,  and  they  never  lacked  channels 
for  spreading  their  enthusiasm.  How  widespread  its  use  and  popularity 
in  the  United  States  had  become  is  well  illustrated  by  the  creation  in 
1930,  because  of  popular  demand,  of  a  section  in  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress for  the  purpose  of  assigning  Decimal  Classification  numbers  to 
books  which  libraries  using  the  scheme  might  be  expected  to  purchase. 
The  most  recent  estimate  of  its  use  in  the  United  States  is  taken  from 
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statistics  compiled  for  the  American  Library  Directory,  published  in 
1945.  At  that  time  96  per  cent  of  the  public  libraries,  89  per  cent  of 
the  college  and  university  libraries,  and  64  per  cent  of  the  special 
libraries  reporting  used  the  system. 

Use  of  the  classification  has  spread  outside  the  United  States  to 
Latin  America,  Europe,  Asia,  Africa,  and  Australia.  In  part,  it  has  been 
translated  into  Chinese,  Japanese,  French,  German,  Italian,  Spanish, 
Portuguese,  Norwegian,  Russian,  Hungarian,  and  Bohemian. 

Some  impetus  to  this  general  acceptance  was  given  by  the  Institut 
Intemational  de  Bibliographic  in  1895,  when  it  decided  to  use  the  DC 
as  the  basis  for  a  bibliographic  classification  for  its  intemational  sub- 
ject index.  In  1905  the  Institut  published  the  "Classification  Deci- 
male,''  using  the  basic  plan  of  the  DC  expanded  considerably  and 
employing  supplementary  use  of  symbols  to  designate  subject  relation- 
ships. In  1927-29  a  revision  was  published  under  a  slightly  different 
title,  "Classification  Decimale  Universelle."  Both  of  these  are  referred 
to  interchangeably  as  the  CD,  the  UDC,  and  the  Brussels.  They  have 
been  translated  in  abridged  form  from  the  French  into  Dutch,  Swed- 
ish, German,  and  English.  Differences  have  appeared  between  the  DC 
and  the  CD,  due  principally  to  the  more  complex  demands  of  a  bib- 
liographic classification,  but  the  basis  is  still  fundamentally  that  of 
Dewey. 

THE  DECIMAL  CLASSIFICATION 

The  plan  of  the  classification  has  remained  the  same  in  all  fourteen 
revisions.  The  Tables  of  classification  provide  an  infinitely  divisible 
scheme  of  organization  based  upon  a  relative  grouping  of  like  subjects 
numbered  decimally.  The  Index  is  an  alphabetical  listing  of  subjects 
with  reference  to  the  class  number  under  which  they  may  be  found 
in  the  Tables. 

THE  TABLES 

Subject  matter  is  divided  into  nine  main  classes  numbered  by  digits 
1  to  9.  Material  too  general  to  belong  to  any  one  of  these  classes  is 
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numbered  0  and  forms  a  tenth  class  which,  however,  is  placed  first 
The  classes  are  written  in  three  figures;  thus  class  000  is  General 
works;  class  100  is  Philosophy;  200,  Religion;  300,  Social  sciences;  400 
Linguistics;  500,  Pure  science;  600,  Applied  science;  700,  Arts  and 
Recreation,  800,  Literature;  and  900,  History. 

Each  of  these  main  classes  is  divided  into  nine  divisions  numbered 
1  to  9,  while  a  tenth  for  general  material,  belonging  to  no  one  of  the 
divisions,  is  provided  by  retaining  the  two  ciphers.  Thus  720  is  the 
number  for  Architecture,  one  of  the  divisions  of  Fine  arts,  which  is

Further  subdivision  may  be  made  by  amplifying  each  of  the  ten 

divisions  in  the  same  manner.  Thus  722  is  the  number  for  Anc^nt 
architecture,  which  is  a  section  of  Architecture  (720),  in  itself  a  divi- 
sion of  Fine  arts  (700),  one  of  the  main  classes.  Such  decimal  sub- 
division may  be  repeated  until  there  are  as  many  subsections  as  are 
needed.  An  example  of  this  principle  carried  to  an  extreme  may  be 
found  in  the  14th  Edition,  which  uses  621.384115523  as  the  number 
for  material  on  Meteorological  influences  on  radio  transmission  in  the 
tropics.  Numbers  of  such  length  will  not  be  found  in  the  Standard 
Edition,  which  aims  to  provide  a  system  of  classifying  books,  not  a 
detailed  outline  of  knowledge. 

Fremont  Rider,  in  his  "Melvil  Dewey,"  has  noted  some  of  the  difh- 
culties  of  maintaining  the  practical  qualities  of  the  system.  "Num- 
bers," he  says,  "are  fascinating  things;  and  there  have  been,  over  the 
years,  many  would-be  experts  in  classification  who  have  not  realized 
that,' because  a  certain  amount  of  classification  is  a  good  thing,  an 
indefinitely  larger  amount  of  it  is  not  necessarily  better.  It  should  have 
been  obvious  that  the  more  detailed  a  classification  is  made,  the  more 
quickly  it  tends  to  become  obsolete;  that  the  more  complex  it  is  made, 
the  more  its  original  easily  grasped  simplicity  becomes  lost." 

The  basic  plan  of  the  Decimal  Classification  is  a  division  by  subject 
and  an  orderly  progression  from  the  general  to  the  specific.  Three  of 
the  main  classes,  however,  show  variations  from  the  plan  of  subject 
subdivision.  Class  400,  Language,  and  Class  800,  Literature,  are  di- 
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vided  linguistically;  e.g.  450  is  Italian  language;  850  is  Italian  litera- 
ture. The  primary  division  of  900,  History,  is  a  topographical  one, 
first  by  continent,  then  by  countries,  e.g.  945,  Italian  history,  the 
figure  4  meaning  Europe,  and  5  meaning  Italy.  The  repeated  meaning 
of  the  figure  5  in  450,  850,  and  945  indicates  that  the  number  for  Italy 
is  always  5. 

Two  provisions  have  been  made  for  anangement  where  considera- 
tion of  the  form  or  style  in  which  the  book  is  written,  as  well  as  the 
subject,  is  important,  e.g.  for  dictionaries,  poetry.  A  method  of  sub- 
dividing has  been  provided  which  is  applicable  to  any  class,  division, 
section,  or  subsection  in  which  there  is  sufficient  material  to  make 
such  division  desirable,  e.g.  History  of  Italian  drama  852.09.  These 
areas  follows: 


01  Philosophy,  theory 

02  Compends,  outlines 

03  Dictionaries,  encyclopedias 

04  Essays,  lectures 

05  Periodicals 


06  Societies,  transactions 

07  Study,  teaching,  education 

08  Collections 

09  History 


If  the  number  to  which  these  form  divisions  are  to  be  added  ends 
in  0,  one  zero  should  be  dropped  before  the  form  number  is  added, 
e.g.  a  zoological  magazine  is  590.5,  not  590.05.  If  the  number  result- 
ing from  the  addition  of  the  form  division  has  been  assigned  another 
meaning  in  the  Tables,  an  extra  0  is  added,  e.g.  a  periodical  on  Eng- 
lish history  is  942.005,  not  942.05,  which  the  Tables  give  as  the  num- 
ber for  England  in  the  time  of  the  Tudors. 

The  second  provision  for  arrangement  by  style  of  writing  is  a  series 
of  numbers  which  may  be  applied  to  any  piece  of  literary  material. 
These  are  as  follows: 


1  Poetry 

2  Drama 

3  Fiction 

4  Essays 


5  Oratory 

6  Letters 

7  Satire  and  humor 

8  Miscellany 
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851  is  Italian  poetry,  the  figure  8  meaning  Literature,  5  meaning  Italy, 
and  1  meaning  poetry.  This  example  illustrates,  not  only  the  use  of  the 
form  division,  but  also  the  linguistic  division  for  literature. 

While  the  linguistic  and  topographic  form  divisions  are  helpful  in 
quick  classifying  because  of  their  mnemonic  features,  they  are  aids  and 
not  regular  methods.  While  Italy  or  Italian  is  always  5,  the  number 
5  is  not  always  Italy  or  Italian,  as  it  is  also  used  for  periodicals,  oratory, 
or  any  other  subject  the  practical  development  of  the  tables  demands. 
The  mnemonic  devices  occur  in  several  hundred  places  in  the  classi- 
fication and  allow  for  close  classification  with  a  minimum  expenditure 
of  time  and  effort. 

THE  INDEX 

Each  item  in  the  Index  is  followed  by  a  number  which  refers  the 
user  to  the  location  of  that  subject  in  the  Tables.  The  terminology  of 
the  Index  is  in  terms  both  of  current  popular  usage  and  of  the  subject 
specialist.  Synonymous  wording  is  used  wherever  it  seems  practi- 
cable. 

The  Tables  are  followed  by  an  alphabetically  arranged  Index  in 
which  reference  by  class  number  is  made  to  the  exact  location  of  a 
subject  in  the  Tables.  As  subjects  are  seldom  thought  of  in  exactly 
identical  terminology,  the  entries  are  in  terms  of  current  usage  or 
those  which  belong  to  the  terminology  of  the  subject.  It  is  not  safe  to 
assume  that  the  Index,  which  is  planned  only  as  a  key  to  the  Tables, 
furnishes  the  final  answer  to  any  classification  problem.  The  Tables 
must  be  consulted  after  the  clue  has  been  supplied  by  the  Index. 


SUGGESTIONS  TO  THE  USER 

HOW  TO  USE  THE  TABLES  AND  INDEX 

It  is  wise  to  learn  the  ten  main  classes.  Knowledge  of  the  hundred 
divisions  and  numerous  sections  and  subsections  should  follow  grad- 
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ually  from  use,  without  the  necessity  of  special  study,  and  will  result 
more  quickly  if  the  Tables  are  used  rather  than  the  Index.  Locating 
the  subject  of  a  book  within  the  scope  of  its  main  class  brings  famili- 
arity with  the  class  as  a  whole.  When  the  Tables  are  used  in  this  way, 
the  Index  should  be  checked  to  verify  the  result  obtained. 

HOW  TO  DETERMINE  THE  SUBJECT  OF  A  BOOK 

There  are  several  methods  of  deciding  upon  the  subject  of  a  book. 
These  may  be  used  in  varying  combinations  where  the  subject  is 
obscure. 

Title — The  title  often  indicates  what  the  book  is  about.  However, 
it  is  sometimes  misleading;  in  consequence,  some  further  method 
should  be  used  as  a  check. 

Table  of  contents — This  is  usually  an  excellent  guide  to  the  subject 
of  a  book. 

Chapter  headings — If  there  is  no  table  of  contents,  chapter  head- 
ings or  marginal  notes  are  likely  to  give  a  good  indication  of  the 
contents. 

Preface — It  is  always  wise  to  scan  the  preface  for  the  author's  point 
of  view,  even  if  it  merely  verifies  your  decision  already  based  upon 
some  other  aid. 

Reference  books — Information  regarding  the  subject  of  the  book 
may  be  obtained  from  bibliographies,  catalogs,  biographical  dic- 
tionaries, histories  of  literature,  encyclopedias,  reviews. 

Subject  matter — An  exhaustive  examination  of  the  subject  matter 
of  the  book  itself  will  probably  solve  the  problem. 

Speciahsts — Experts  should  be  consulted  when  all  other  methods 
fail,  and  sometimes  for  verification  of  a  tentative  decision. 


HOW  TO  ASSIGN  THE  CLASS  NUMBER 

When  the  subject  of  the  book  has  been  decided  upon,  its  number 
may  be  found  in  the  Tables  either  by  using  them  directly  or  by  means 
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of  the  Index.  Even  if  one  is  quite  familiar  with  the  classification, 
decisions  based  upon  direct  use  of  the  Tables  should  be  checked  with 
the  Index.  It  shows  relationship  and  subordination,  and  often  presents 
a  choice  of  points  of  view.  This  method  makes  possible  a  much  more 
accurate  classification  of  the  book  than  when  only  one  portion  of  the 

Tables  is  used. 

The  basic  principle  involved  in  the  assignment  of  the  class  number 
is  that  of  usefulness.  As  libraries  differ  and  the  people  using  them  are 
never  alike,  the  decision  as  to  where  a  book  will  be  of  the  greatest 
value  must  be  the  responsibility  of  the  individual  classifier.  The 
majority  of  books  present  no  very  complicated  problem.  There  can 
be  only  a  remote  possibility  that  an  elementary  physics  book  could 
be  more  useful  in  some  other  class  than  Physics.  But,  would  a  bibli- 
ography of  physics  be  of  more  use  in  the  Bibliography  section  or  with 
the  Physics  books?  The  decision  must  be  based  upon  an  accurate 
knowledge  of  the  aims  of  the  individual  library,  and  that  can  be 
gained  only  by  the  classifier's  own  experience,  not  by  rules  set  down 

here. 

The  contents  of  the  book,  not  its  form  or  wording  of  the  title, 
should  usually  determine  its  number.  The  content  of  a  History  of  art 
is  primarily  Art,  not  History,  and  such  a  book  would  be  most  useful 

in  the  Art  section. 

Each  library  should  formulate  a  general  policy  concerning  the  length 
of  numbers  it  will  use,  based  not  only  upon  the  present  size  and  type 
of  its  collection,  but  also  upon  an  estimate  of  what  its  collection  will 
be  in  the  future.  This  policy  should,  however,  be  flexible  so  that  the 
most  useful  numbers  may  be  utilized  even  if  they  violate  the  policy. 
There  has  been  much  controversy  about  broad  versus  close  classifica- 
tion, but  the  present  trend  in  libraries  is  to  limit  the  number  wher- 
ever'it  is  feasible  to  five  or  six  digits.  The  class  number  chosen  should 
be  the  most  specific,  which  will  contain  the  subject  of  the  book  and 
yet  remain  reasonably  within  the  library's  length-of-number  policy. 
A  library  with  a  five-digit  policy  would  probably  choose  as  "the  most 
specific  number"  671.52  for  a  book  on  Electric  arc  welding.  A  larger 
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or  more  specialized  library  with  a  six-digit  policy  might  use  671.521  or 
even  671.5211  as  "the  most  specific  number."  In  either  case,  the  main 
heading,  671  Metal  Manufactures,  or  671.5  Joining  and  Cutting,  is 

not  sufficiently  specific. 

When  a  book  treats  of  two  or  three  subjects,  assign  it  to  the  class 
in  which  it  will  be  most  valuable.  The  other  subject  or  subjects  may 
be  taken  care  of  in  the  catalog  by  means  of  added  entry  cards.  If  a 
decision  regarding  this  type  of  book  cannot  be  based  on  the  principle 
of  use,  assign  the  class  number  to  the  first  subject  treated  in  the  book. 

When  a  book  treats  about  equally  four  or  more  sections  of  a  divi- 
sion, give  it  the  division  number,  e.g.  a  book  discussing  light,  heat, 
sound,  mechanics  would  be  given  the  division  number  of  530. 

Unless  the  library's  policy  prevents,  separate  and  classify  as  separate 
items:  libraries,  special  collections,  sets. 

Translations,  reviews,  keys,  analyses,  and  other  works  about  specific 
books  should  be  assigned  the  class  number  of  the  original  book. 

The  classifier  may  save  much  time  by  consulting  the  number  which 
may  already  have  been  assigned  to  the  book.  DC  numbers  may  be 
found  on  Library  of  Congress  cards,  Wilson  cards,  in  A.  L.  A.  Book 
List,  Book  Review  Digest,  Standard  Catalog  series.  Children's  Catalog. 

A  record  of  all  difficulties  and  decisions  should  be  made  for  the 
sake  of  uniformity  and  future  efficiency.  These  notes  should  be  written 
in  the  Tables,  in  an  interleaved  copy,  or  arranged  by  class  number  in 
a  file. 


BOOK  NUMBERS 

In  many  libraries  the  call  number,  by  which  the  book  is  arranged  on 
the  shelves  and  called  for,  includes  a  book  number  in  addition  to  the 
class  number.  While  the  class  number  distinguishes  books  on  one 
subject  from  those  on  another,  the  book  number  distinguishes  each 
book  from  all  others  in  the  same  class. 

Probably  the  most  widely  used  system  of  book  numbers  is  the 
Cutter  Sanborn.  In  these  tables  the  author's  name  is  represented  by 
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its  initial  with  the  remaining  letters  translated  into  numbers,  e.g. 
Freeman,  F  85.  Books  on  the  same  subject  are  arranged  alphabetically 
under  the  class  usually  by  author  heading  or,  as  in  the  case  of  Biog- 
raphy, alphabetically  by  the  subject  of  the  biography.  Other  book 
number  schemes  were  included  in  the  11,  12,  13  Editions  of  the 
Decimal  Classification.  One  was  a  table  of  numbers  for  certain  well- 
known  authors,  and  the  other,  a  translation  system  of  dates  so  that 
books  in  the  sciences,  where  date  of  publication  is  of  importance,  may 
be  arranged  chronologically  by  date  of  first  publication. 
The  Borden  book  number  scheme  is  also  widely  used. 


VARIATIONS  FROM  THE  PUBLISHED  TABLES 

The  Tables,  as  they  are  developed  in  this  edition,  represent  the 
Editorial  Office's  concept  of  what  a  medium-size  general  library  might 
need  to  classify  its  collection.  Obviously,  it  will  be  too  minutely  sub- 
divided for  many  small  and  some  medium-size  libraries,  and  some 
very  large  or  highly  specialized  libraries  may  not  find  it  sufficiently 

minute. 

It  remains,  then,  for  each  library  to  consider  carefully  whether  the 
printed  Tables  may  be  used  successfully  to  classify  its  collection.  This 
decision  will  be  easier  if  the  fundamental  purpose  of  book  classifica- 
tion is  constantly  kept  in  mind.  Book  classification  is  essentially 
functional,  a  medium  of  location,  not  a  philosophical  system.  It  may 
also  be  helpful  to  remember  that  specialists  seldom  agree  regarding 
the  organization  of  their  subject.  A  decision  regarding  the  necessity 
of  expansion  should  result  in  a  request  to  the  Editorial  OfEce  for  an 
official  expansion.  If  one  is  not  immediately  available,  the  broad  clas- 
sification should  be  made  to  serve  until  the  official  expansion  is  ready. 
A  good  expansion  takes  a  great  amount  of  time  and  expense  for  study, 
research,  interviewing,  and  correspondence,  and  necessitates  a  broad 
and  dispassionate  over-all  approach.  Such  a  project  is  generally  of  too 
great  magnitude  for  the  majority  of  librarians  with  their  multiplicity 
of  other  duties.  If,  after  considering  these  points,  the  Tables  seem 
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unsatisfactory,  and  the  temptation  to  make  changes  or  expansions  is 
great,  remember  that  once  the  change  is  made,  whether  good  or  bad, 
the  library,  because  of  the  expense  of  reclassifying,  will  be  saddled 
with  it  indefinitely,  unable  to  make  use  of  official  expansions  and 
improvements  in  successive  editions. 

There  are  ways  of  simplifying  the  Tables,  which  the  Editorial  Office 
not  only  suggests  but  recommends,  as  sensible  time-saving  devices 
especially  for  small  libraries.  Certain  of  these,  such  as  the  combining 
of  subjects,  the  substitution  of  B  for  the  class  number  for  Biography, 
the  use  of  book  numbers  or  letters  instead  of  long  numerical  divisions, 
and  the  omission  of  a  class  number  in  the  case  of  Fiction,  may  be 
found  at  the  beginning  of  specific  subjects. 

Two  other  recommended  modifications  follow:  Children's  books 
may  be  distinguished  from  the  adult  collection  by  the  use  of  J  for 
fiction  and  J  plus  the  class  number  for  nonfiction,  e.g.  J  942  Child's 

history  of  England. 

In  order  that  reference  books  may  be  easily  distinguished  from  those 
which  circulate,  R  usually  precedes  the  call  number  or  stands  above  it. 


USES 

It  is  quite  feasible  by  using  only  the  main  classes,  divisions,  and 
sections,  to  classify  very  adequately  small  collections,  whether  in 
private,  or  in  public,  school,  or  college  libraries.  It  is  also  equally  pos- 
sible for  large  or  special  libraries  to  use  the  Tables.  Acceptance  by 
these  libraries,  many  of  which  have  felt  the  necessity  of  finely  devel- 
oped classification  schemes,  involves  the  concept  of  classification  as 
a  means  of  grouping  material  in  as  close  relationship  as  is  efficient, 
leaving  to  a  catalog  the  function  of  minute  description  of  the  book 
and  analysis  of  its  contents.  The  Editorial  Office  feels  very  strongly 
that  in  a  rapidly  changing  world  such  as  ours  it  is  unwise  to  do  more 
than  group  broadly,  particularly  in  the  Social,  Pure,  and  Applied 
sciences.  It  is  comparatively  simple  to  correct  a  subject  heading  on  a 
catalog  card  when  further  investigation  proves  that  the  Hottentot  and 
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Bushmen's  languages  belong  to  the  same  rather  than  two  separate 
families,  or  when  changing  emphasis,  such  as  Electronics  as  an  inclu- 
sive term  for  communication,  throws  out  all  the  subdivisions  under 
the  old  concept  of  Radio.  To  change  the  numbers  on  all  of  the  books 
or  documents,  with  all  of  their  attendant  book  and  catalog  cards,  is 
not  a  simple  matter. 

With  the  passing  years  a  much  wider  use  of  the  classification  has 
come  about  than  was  originally  conceived.  Book  stores  and  book 
exhibitors  have  found  it  a  convenient  and  profitable  way  of  arranging 
their  stock.  Business  and  industrial  concerns  and  government  offices 
have  found  in  it  a  good  solution  to  the  problem  posed  by  correspond- 
ence files  which  have  become  too  large  and  unwieldy  for  straight 
alphabetic  arrangement.  In  fact,  any  file,  whether  it  is  composed  of 
pamphlets,  documents,  monographs,  clippings,  photographs,  slides, 
or  films,  may  well  be  organized  by  the  Decimal  Classification. 


THE  STANDARD  EDITION 

In  point  of  chronological  sequence,  this  edition  is  the  fifteenth.  To 
name  it  the  fifteenth,  however,  would  imply  that  it  is  but  another  in 
the  long  succession  of  revisions  which  only  partially  satisfied  the 
demands  created  by  constantly  increasing  knowledge.  More  truly  de- 
scriptive is  the  name  Standard  Library  Edition. 

In  1945  the  pattern  of  the  new  revision  was  furnished  by  instructors 
in  library  schools  and  by  librarians  in  a  variety  of  libraries  in  North 
and  South  America  and  Great  Britain.  In  accordance  with  their  advice, 
the  new  edition  is  a  complete  revision,  each  schedule  having  been 
studied  and  rewritten  in  the  light  of  new  information,  changing  con- 
cepts and  terminology,  and  Simplified  spelling  has  been  abandoned, 
except  for  the  twelve  words  adopted  by  the  N.  E.  A. 

The  revision  is  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  greatest  number 
of  libraries.  As  the  ''greatest  number"  ranges  from  small  to  moderately 
large  general  libraries,  the  tables  are  evenly  and  broadly  expanded. 
Overelaboration,  which  too  often  appeared  in  parts  of  previous  edi- 
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tions,  has  been  avoided.  Numbers  for  which  no  book  can  be  found 
have  been  omitted.  To  insure  its  fitness  for  classifying  books  in  such 
libraries,  each  table  has  been  scrutinized  before  its  incorporation  in 
this  edition,  not  only  by  subject  experts,  but  by  librarians  in  public 
and  university  libraries  of  varying  sizes. 

In  order  that  the  reference  value  contained  in  the  bibliographic 
fulness  of  some  of  the  older  editions  may  not  be  lost  in  less  detailed 
expansions,  liberal  use  has  been  made  of  definitions  and  scope  notes  in 
the  Standard.  So  that  its  use  may  be  simplified,  definite  recommenda- 
tions are  made  when  the  possibility  of  alternative  numbers  arises.  As 
reclassification  is  both  a  physical  and  financial  impossibility  for  most 
libraries,  no  very  drastic  changes  appear  in  the  Standard.  When  it  has 
seemed  necessary  for  reasons  of  correction  to  use  a  number  other  than 
the  original,  the  new  classification  is  built  upon  a  hitherto  unused 
number.  The  old  number  is  retained,  but  with  the  advice  that  use  of 
the  new  classification  is  recommended. 

Much  unnecessary  material  has  been  omitted  in  the  process  of 
simplification.  Punctuation  has  been  reduced  to  a  minimum;  etc.  has 
been  omitted  in  confidence  that  the  user  will  realize  that  no  listings 
can  possibly  be  complete.  **May  be  divided  like,"  except  geographi- 
cally, and  other  advice  concerning  subdivisions  have  been  eliminated 
from'  almost  all  tables  in  the  belief  that  the  user  does  not  need  to  be 
told  how  to  arrange  his  collection.
